Andover’s Experience with the 
Installment Plan 


“Desire is the very essence of man.” 
—Spinoza, 

Acquisitiveness is a human instinct and 
once stimulated and set free from other 
inhibitive instincts it furnishes the strongest 
urge to progress; awakened it never again 
sleeps, never reaches a point of saturation. 
Ten years it took for the missionary to 
awaken a new want in a savage Madagascan. 
This supplied, content filled the sails of his 
desire till later the missionary awakened 
an added desire. The savage’s first desire 
was for the missionary’ shirt, next he wanted 
his hat. The gratification of these two 
wants opened the flood-gate of his inquisitive 
instincts, and from this time on a flood of 
new wants rushed forth in response to fresh 
appeals. 

These appeals come in the form of suggest- 
tions. This is why “suggestibility” is made 
much of by modern psychologists. They 
stress the fact that from the cradle to the 
grave our lives are shaped by outward or 
inward suggestion. And because this deter- 
minative and shaping power of suggestion 
holds within it such potential lucrative 
power for the seller of goods, the modern 
merchant has summed the psychologist 
to his aid to acquaint him with its laws 
and method of procedure. Fabulous prices 
are paid for those advertisements most 
weighted with appeal to the susceptible 
buyer. Selling agents are now psychologically 
trained to frame up the most atone 
suggestions to the consumer. Under this 
new scientific training expert salesmen 
today have developed a hypnotic power 
sufficient to break down every lurking 
inhibition in the customer’s mind, so much 
so, indeed, as to force him to buy goods 
he can neither resell nor use nor give a 
reason for wanting them. 

To stabilize and expand this newly dis- 
covered psychological method, business 
heads are now conducting their own scientific 
laboratories, They experiment not only 
with material properties but with the laws 
of mind. To manufacture human goods 
they must manufacture human wants, for 
on these depend all else: capital, labor, 
management and products. This explains 
the urge behind all our modern artistry on 
the advertising page and our shop window 
displays. Every device under the sun is 
laid hold of today to find an appeal strong 
enough to break down all barriers between 
the seller and the buyer. The most impreg- 
nable of all these barriers, barriers that 
dam back want on one side and surplus 

roducts on the other side, is the money 
arrier; want of money is the age-long 
menacing fortress between supply anddemand 

But in this day of miracles under the 
wizardry of our increasing crop of psy- 
chologists, who already dominate both the 
medical and educational institutions of our 
modern America, a device has been perfected 
which, like Cinderella’s slipper, brings 
kingly gifts to the door of the poor. This is 
known as “the installment plan”. Its slogan 
is“ One dollar down and five dollars a month.” 

Its benefits are claimed to be notrhing 
short of phenomenal. We are told that it 
has the endorsement of President Coolidge, 
Secretary Mellon, leading editors, bankers 
and department stores; that it opens up a 
universal market, stimulates production, 
brings immediate comfort and luxury into 
the home and, in short, explains America’s 
unprecented prosperity. By its magic one 
has but to sign a coupon and enclose a 
dollar bill and the coveted article is speeded 
to his home. He may pay three dollars for a 
thirty dollar suit and come away from the 
clothier wearing the suit upon his back; 
or one dollar down and a new tire displaces 
instanta the worn-out or punctured tire. 
A trifle of dollars puts a new car into his 
garage, a new piano, radio, victrola and 
washing machines into his home. 

Not only individuals but communities, 
like Andover, have caught the contagion 
and are practicing its magic. They ask “ Why 
be denied any town want when its immediate 
gratification can so easily be realized, when 
by ‘‘a few dollars down” an up-to-date schoo! 
building leaps to completion? Why longer 
be inconvenienced when by ‘‘a few dollars 
down” one of the‘‘finest town libraries in 


the State” stands eager for our possession? | 8 


Why pay as we go when we can enjoy today 
and pay in the long tomorrow? How grate- 
ful we should be to these classroom psy- 
chologists for blasting away this hoary 
barrier between human desire and humaa 
possession, 

To be sure this “one dollar down and 
five dollars a week” plan means running 
into debt and debt for ones clothing and 
household furnishings was once regarded 
with disfavor, resorted to only in cases of 
dire necessity, But standards of behavior 
have radically changed: debt has taken on 
respectability; an adjective has been pre- 
fixed to it which rubs from it all blush of 
shame. ‘“Dignified debt” is its modern 
name; credit now gives one “standing”, it 
enables him to “keep up with the Joneses”. 
It is today the accepted thing to buy a car, 
a skin coat, costly rugs, vacuum cleaners, 
washing machines, watches, dresses and 
underwear, and so forth, on credit, Eighty 
per cent of the beautiful autos that us 
on the road are bought on credit: over “ 3,000- 
000 cars each year and costing $2,400,000,000; 
$500,000,000-worth of pianos sold each 
year and ninety per cent bought on credit.” 

So thoroughly entrenched in the public 
mind is this debt craze as to bandage the 
eyes to every danger signal; as well attempt 
to check the lava streams now belching 
from the throat of Mt. Etna as to attempt 
by logic to force back this feverish lunge 
into debt. Nothing but the logic of events 
must ultimately stem the tide, 

Even as I write a plan is on foot to plunge 
our town still deeper into debt thus falsifying 
the claim that installment buying promotes 
thrift. The fact is, it promotes reckless 
buying. 

During the last ten years Andover has 
bought on credit nearly $800,000 worth 
of town property, On this property it now 
owes $40,000 for its high school built ten 

ears ago; $170,000 for Shawsheen school 
ouse; $42,000 toward Essex Sanitorium; 
and $30,000 for its library, Last year it 
paid $90,000 on installment, It is easily 
seen that at this rate we could soon wipe 
out our whole debt were it not for this 
modern debt obsession. Boston boasts 
that fem years it has bought nothing on 
credit and soon will be able to wipe its debt 
clean off the slate. Were Andover to do this 
her saving interest charges alone would, in 
a short time, provide every coveted town 
luxury and at the same time keep our tax 
rate where it now is. 

With nearly $500,000 debt still bearing 
upon our shoulders it would be the height 
of folly to increase its load, I have yet to 
find a leading business man of Andover who 
favors our so doing. The installment plan 
may be a money-making scheme for the 
producer but it is always a poverty-making 
scheme for the consumer, 

It is definitely better to teach our youth 
independence, industry, hardihood and self- 
mastery and inspire them with a determina- 
tion to stand upon their own two feet, paying 
their way as they go, than to provide for 
them the most luxuriant school building, 
moderoly equipped with “a gymnasium, 


music hall, workroom, teachers’ rest room, 

kitchen and dining-room, and the latest 

machinery for work in handicraft” that 

are bought on the installment plan.

Andover’s Highest Hill to Be Known as 

Holt Hill 


For the future the highest hill in Essex 
county will be designated “Holt Hill”, 
We wish to return to this original name 
because it is distinctive and historical. 

Nicholas Holt who came from England 
settled on this hill before 1650; his descendants 
lived and farmed there over 200 years. All 
the early years it was Holt Hill. Sometime 
about 1820 they began to use the name of 
Prospect Hill. 

The Government maps of 1886 and 1912 
have “Holt Hill” or “Prospect Hill” as 
the names. Our Forester reports that his 
view contains nine other Prospect Hills in 
the surrounding country. We had a personal 
interview with the Selectmen of Andover 
and they agreed saying that in such a case 
it was within the right of the owner of the 
land to determine the name. 

We referred this to the Government 
Coast andjGeodetic Survey and they approved 
writing that they were glad to have it Holt 
Hill in the future, as it was always their 
policy to avoid reduplication of names. We 
referred to the Massachusetts State Depart- 
ment of Forestry who control the Warden’s 
Fire Tower on the hill and they agreed. 

To change the name of the old town road 
leading to the hill would be logical and we 
hope the town may take the necessary action 
to that end. 

To some the objection may arise that the 
section already has a Holt road. Holt Hill 
road is a different name for a different place 
and both are right as the whole section was 
settled by Holts in the early days, 

Brookline has over thirty double use of 
names similar to this and it is found to be 
practicable. 

Old Dr. Boylston is honored by Boylston 
street and Boylston Place. 

There are Corey Hill and Corey road, 
Rawson road iat Rawson Path, Sewall 
street, Sewall avenue, Sewall Place, Winthrop 
road, Winthrop Place, Winthrop Circle.

“One Day” 


Comes to the editorial desk a book 
entitled “One Day.” It is an unusual 
book, decidedly. 

In a cloth bound volume of some 300 
pages have been presented all the news 
and other material, with the exception 
of advertising, contained in a_ single 
edition of a daily newspaper, the 
Evening Bulletin, of Philadelphia. 

To see the contents of a great metro- 
politan newspaper made over into a 
book is to realize, possibly for the first 
time, how vast an enterprise is the pre- 
paration of each day’s harbinger of 
news, in these modern times. The 
enormous variety of sources from which 
the articles are drawn, and the prodigi- 
ous cross-section of human life in its 
many phases, are alike amazing. 

It is customary to think of a news- 
paper as ephemeral. How stale a copy 
looks after the lapse of even a day or 
two! Transfer the articles to a book, 
and they do not appear so unimportant. 
We might not care to have every day’s 
news gathered between covers. But the 
sample based upon a “night extra” of 
June 4, 1928, is intensely alluring. An 
outstanding merit of the production is 
the clarity and straightforwardness of 
the English style in which hundreds of 
nameless authors have expressed their 
messages. 

The equivalent of a $2.50 book for 
two cents—that is what the newspaper 
reader gets in a daily bargain which is 
taken for granted.

Albert Stoessel is no longer merely a 
violinist, he is one of the most significant 
among the younger musicians living in 
America. Born in St. Louis in 1894, and 
destined for the career of a violin virtuoso, 
he studied under Willy Hess, formerly 
concert-meister of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, and Emanuel Wirth, at the 
Hochschule in Berlin. Stoessel soon became 
a member of the famous Hess Quartet, but 
left it to give recitals throughout Europe 
in 1913. In 1915 he returned to America as 
a virtuoso, playing in recitals and with 
orchestras until the United States entered 
the war. He joined the American Expedi- 
tionary Force as a teacher of conducting 
under Walter Damrosch. At the end of 
the war he succeeded Damrosch as con- 
ductor of the New York Oratorio Society, 
and from that time his rise has been meteoric. 
He was made professor of conducting at 
New York University, conductor in chief 
of the Worcester Music Festival Associa- 
tion, conductor of the New York Symphony 
Orchestra during its summer concerts, con- 
ductor of the new Bach Choir of New York, 
and a member of the staff of Julliard ex- 
aminers. Nor is this all, for he is a composer 
of unquestioned merit. Among his compo- 
sitions which have been performed are: 
a Sonata for violin and pianoforte; ‘His- 
pania”, suite for orchestra; Quartet for 
strings; Quintet for strings; many violin 
pieces, and a book, “The Technic of the 
Baton.” In spite of this enormous activity, 
Stoessel finds time and ability to give a 
series of solo recitals each year. In this 
respect he joins such artist-conductors as 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch and Rudolf Ganz. It 
is hardly necessary to say that when Stoessel 
plays, one hears an artist. 

Arthur Bassett is probably remembered 
in Andover, as he has played at Abbot 
academy in solo and joint recitals. He was 
a pupil of MacDowell and Godowsky, and 
has long been recognized as an authoritative 
exponent of MacDowell’s music. During 
the past years he has been playing the music 
of Debussy and Ravel, and recently per- 
formed a program of Debussy for the music 
teachers association at Worcester with 
great success.

This means 
a per Sot contribution of approximately 
$58 used for strictly local activities, and 
represents slightly more than a fifty cent 
per capita increase over 1927. In addition 
to the 1928 direct tax of $210,647,023 
largely met by real estate, in paying for 
local sppre riations, state and county taxes 
and other charges, receipts were used in 1928 
in the sum of $50,181,582 as against $48,- 
483,798 in 1927 and in addition there was 
used “free cash” in 1928 in the sum of 
$6,349,029 as against $3,596,645 in 1927, 
which was almost entirely due to income 
tax payments which were distributed to the 
cities and towns. This increase in the amount 
of receipts other than from taxes and the 
unexpected large income tax distributions 
to the cities and towns made for many lower 


note less by way of appropriations, and 
seven cities show very large increases in 


tax rate, with 11 having the same tax rate 
as 1927 and 11 showing a larger tax rate. 
The tax rate in 35 municipalities remained 
the same as 1927, 147 showed an increase 


very large majority of the cases the appropri- 
ations were substantially greater and the 
reduction in the tax rate was almost entirely 
due to the use of a free cash surplus occasion- 
ed by unexpected revenue received from the 
income tax. Many 1928 local financial 
statements do not show the full appropria- 
tion amounts as the unexpected revenue was 
entered in special accounts, out of which 
payments were made for specific outlays 
and do not show in reported appropriation 
totals. Meritorious instances, however, are 
found in many municipalities of lessened 
appropriations. Among the cities, excluding 
Boston which has its own method of finan- 
cial accounting, and is not, therefore, fairly 
comparable with many other cities, but 12 
cities show a decrease in appropriations, 
and some of these show a decrease only 
because money for certain outlays was taken 
from cash after the budget was passed. Of

ROGER W. BABSON SAYS THAT THE 
TEXTILE SITUATION IS IMPROVING 


Reorganization and Consolidation of Best Equipped Mills Has Just Begun—-Cotton Manu- 
facturers Are Warned Against Over Production—Spirit of Cooperation 
Must Prevail Throughout Whole Industry 


Babson Park, Florida, January 18, 1929. 

The tide is gradually swinging the cotton 
textile industry back to healthier conditions. 
It has taken one of our oldest and finest 
industries a long time to see that 1829 
methods cannot succeed under 1929 con- 
ditions. Nor can out-of-date machinery 
compete with latest automatic machines. 
What is happening now is the beginning 
of reorganization and consolidation of the 
best equipped mills. This movement has 
only just started and is thus far confined to 
a few localities. It will, however, grow and 
spread throughout the industry. It will 
also. mean continued dismantling and 
elimination of inefficient mills and plants. 
While this process may temporarily hit 
hard the towns where such unprofitable 
mills are located, it will in the long run be 
the best thing for them. At best such mills 
afford unsteady employment, and serve 
merely to prolong the agony. It is better 
to get some other industries to come into 
such places. 

“Current conditions in the cotton trade 
are more favorable than they have been 
for a long time. Hence, the present is a 
very good time to revanp, consolidate, and 
reorganize mill property. The new consoli- 
dations have more chance of success from 
the start under present cotton conditions. 
Production has shown an irregular upward 
trend since last April and for November 
was practically on par with November, 1927. 
This increase in output is apparently based 
on sound demand; otherwise it would be an 
unfavorable development. Statistics show 
that shipments continue small in comparison 
with new orders. Wholesale dry goods’ 
sales have shown a good increase during 
the Fall months, and November figures 
were slightly better than November, 1927. 
The seasonal decline ordinarily expected 
in November was less pronounced this 
year; unfilled orders for standard cotton 
cloth have increased. Probably the most 
favorable factor in the current situation, 
however, is a continued slight decline in 
stocks of cotton cloth on hand. Orders for 
gray goods are recording a slight upward 
trend. 

Raw Cotton Prices Higher 

“The final Government cotton crop 
estimate is fully high. The severe weather 
in the latter part of the picking season did

much damage. The total crop brought to 
market will probably not exceed 14,000,000 
bales. However, if we accept the Govern- 
ment crop figures and add to them the carry- 
over, the total season’s supply is around 
16,600,000 bales. Assuming a domestic 
consumption of at least seven million bales 
and exports of eight and one-half million 
bales, the total cotton requirements will 
run around fifteen and one-half million 
bales, possibly more. This year’s carry-over 
will, therefore, be far smaller than it was a 
year ago. The world crop is slightly larger 
than last year, but world demand is also 
larger. All current indications point to a 
moderately higher price for cotton during 
the Spring months. 

“It should be remembered that if the 
manufacturers have to pay too high prices 
for cotton their profits will be cut down 
even though demand is increasing. At levels 
around .20 cents for raw cotton they are in 
a position to operate profitably and to 
maintain an upward trend of production 
and sales. A run away market would be a 
very adverse factor. 


Warning Against Over-Production 


“Cotton manufacturers must be careful 
not to over-produce or the improvement 
in conditions recently noted will be short- 
lived. It should be remembered that we still 
have a large overcapacity for manufacturing 
cotton goods. If everybody gets enthusiastic 
and throws caution to the winds under the 
stimulus of the better demand, stocks of 
goods will be built up beyond the ability 
of the market to take them. This would 
result in another disastrous decline such 
as occurred in 1924 and 1925. The fact 
remains that while demand for cotton goods 
is increasing it is only increasing at a price. 
The trade is obviously unwilling to pay 
higher prices at the present time, and any 
attempt to force them will cut down the 
demand. It is better to make haste slowly, 
and seek ways and means of reducing costs 
of modernizing machinery and methods 
and consolidating plants. Remember that a 
toadstool grows a million times as fast as 
an oak tree but it lives only a day or two.

is in any industry in a state of depression. 
Employers are now coming to realize that 
wages should be reduced only as a last 
resort. Every other means of reducing ex- 

nses should be tried first. One very fruit- 
ul method of cutting costs is scientific 
purchasing based on knowledge of raw 
material price forecasting. Where an industry 
such as textiles buys vast quantities of 
raw material even a minute saving per 
unit bought means a large reduction in 
expenses. Often times such savings enable 
the management not only to avoid wage 
cuts but also to maintain a higher wage rate. 


Cooperation Essential to Textile 
Recovery 

“Mere modernizing of plants and ma- 
chinery and instituting efficiency methods 
alone will not set the textile business on 
the highway to success. These things must 
be accompanied by a spiritual readjustment. 
A spirit of cooperation will have to prevail 
throughout the whole industry, from the 
raw material to the finished goods, before 
there will be any lasting improvement. 
Manufacturers must cooperate with one 
another and limit ruinous over-production. 
Mill executives must cooperate with workers, 
and workers with managements. Town and 
city governments must cooperate with the 
textile industries located in their cities. 

“Probably the most hopeful development 
that has yet occurred was the recent con- 
ference between labor heads, mill executives, 
and city representatives at New Bedford, 
Massachusetts. This city has long been 
known as the home of manufacture of the 
finest cotton goods in the world. Last Summer 
it went through a disastrous strike, and 
losses to workers, mills, and the public 
were tremendous. Apparently, however, 
the bitter lesson taught by this trouble has 
engendered a new spirit of cooperation on 
all sides. If this new attitude spreads through- 
out the other textile centers of the country 
it will constitute the strongest evidence 
that the great industry as a whole is now 
ready to go forward into a long continued 
era of improvement. Business by the Babson. 
chart is now six per sent above normal 
compared with two per cent below normal 
this time last year.”

To Launch Y. M. C. A. Drive 


The annual budget drive of the Lawrence 
Y.M.C. A. which will be launched nest 
Monday and which will be continued for one 
week is interesting in more ways than one to 
the people of Andover. The Association at 
Lawrence is becoming more and more of a 
community institution, as is evidenced by the 
following statistics: 

Four of the Association directors live in 
Andover; two members of the employed 
staff have their homes here; ten members 
of the Y’s Men’s Club live here; 33 in the 
employed boys’ department are Andover 
boys; 60 members of the men’s division are 
Andoverites; 25 Andover boys attended the 
Y: M. C. A. camp last Summer. 

In view of this situation it is only natural 
that the people of Andover should be keenly 
interested in the annual budget drive. The 
goal this year is $16,500—more than last 
year, but there is a very good reason for the 
increase, 

Chairman J. R-odney Ball of the campaign 
committee, in discussing the drive, said 
“Owing to a loss of $4000 in dormitory 
rentals (the most important source of our 
income) a deficit of $1300 from last year's 
operation expenses, and failure of other 
income from contributions, the amount 
needed is larger than last year. Expenses 
have been reduced to a minimum, being 
some $5000 under those of more prosperous 
times.””
